That the Por Duron crusade against the rail- 
roads that are squeezing the life out of St. Louis 
trade meets with the approval of merchants with- 
out the city is evidenced by the letters received 
+ trom the different parts of the country within the 
last three days. Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas, 
Texas, Tennessee and Alabama all contribute 
their support to the movement from different so- 
tions and lodge complaints with the Post-DisPaTcr 
Freight, Bureau for investigation. Merchants 
without the city appreciate that they are as much 
interested in the success of St. Louis almost as are 
the merchants of this city themselves. They know 
that. with the growth of St. Louie bus. 

ness. boom petition is bound to increase, and 
— with the imcrease of competition 
values will decline. Particularly is this true of the 
country immediately around us. When merchants 
in Missouri and Arkansas are forced to seek a mar- 
ket élsewhere than in St. Louis they are robbed of 
so much money. The railroads company is cet 


800 miles away, as cheaply as from St. Louis, 200

of the amount he pays for the 300 miles haul. By 
position he is entitled toa rate from St. Louis 
exceeding 2-5 of the rate from Chicago. Henoe, when 
the rate from St. Louis is increased until it equals 
the Chicago rate the St Louis road is squeezing 
out of him the price of a 800 mile haul, which he 
either gets, or does not get, according as he orders 
from one city or the other, but which he does not 
want and should not need. When the man in Car- 
thage can order his sugar from New Orleans, 900 
miles away, cheaper than he can from g. Louis, on 
account of freight rate, he may know that the 
Missouri Pacific and ‘Frisco Roads are cheating 
him out of 557 miles haul. He would have to pay 
from St. Louis. 843 miles away, for a hau! of 1,000 
miles away, and so he prefers to go to New Orieans, 
whence he will only have to transport the goods 
900 miles and will only be charged that mileage. 
Having so vital an interest in the question, 
therefore, ft is natural that mer- 
chants in the country surrounding should be 
somewhat enthusiastic over the movement to obtain 
equitable rates from this city. Let them send in 
their grievances with proof’, such as bills of lading 
or expense bilis of recent date,to this office and they 
will be looked into and may form the basis for de- 
cided action on the part of the recently organized 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Association. In any 
event they wil) strengthen the cause in which the 
Post-Dispatos is now laboring so earnestly. Trav- 
eling men for St. Louis houses, whose complaints 


represent, can submit them to the public through 
the Post-Dispatou and strengthen the arm of justice 
in the good work.

The rate sheet inclosed shows thas New Orleans 
can send fifth class freight 564 miles at 62 cents, 
while it costs the St. Louis merchant 66 cents a hun- 
dred to ship the same h3 over 454 miles of road. 
These figures are by the railroad o- 
pany's agent, and should be reliable. 


OZARK 

is another town on the Little Rock and Fort Smfth, 
not mentioned hitherto.

Thisisa 
town that should profit by competition since the 
difference in haul by the two routes by which it 
cap be reached from St. Louis is only eighteen 
miles.

All Knights of Labor on All Roads West of | 


the Mississippi Called Out. 

The Executive Board of the Knights of Labor of 
North America were in session at the 
Planters’ House from 10 o'clock this 
morning until 2 o'clock this afternoon. Members 
of the committee from the Gould system and 
from the Wabash Road were located at 
the Hotel Brown, where telegrams were 
received from all the prominent railroad centers in 
the West and communicated by messenger to the 
National Committee. It was the intention of the 
National Committee to resort to extreme measures. 
and order a general strike on the Gould roads this 
morning, but decisive action was delayed until the 
sentiment of the branch organisations im the 
West had been learned. At 2 o'clock 
the National Committee considered it 
advisable to fire their largest bomb, and a resolu- 
tion was adopted requesting the Knights of Labor

Turner of Philadelphia, General Secretary of 
the National Committee Knights of Labor said to a

The Knights of Labor are composed of trades- 
men, mechanics and craftsmen in 
every branch of trade. About 180,000 
of them are empleyed upon rall- 
roadsin various capacities. In the event of a 
strike ordered by any branch or division 
of the national organization, the striking 
members are supplied with Bnancial aid 
raised by assessment upon all of the other mem - 
bers. The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
while not with the Knights, have in the past acted 
in sympathy with them. It is a question now 
whether or not the order will be obeyed, and the 
Knights on the roads west of the Mississippi will 
quit work to-morrow as ordered.

AGAINST REDUCTION. 


The Street-Car Drivers at Memphis, Tenn,, 
Inaugurate a Big Strike.

A RAILROAD STRIKE, 

Strikes are very bad things, and a railroad 
strike is the worst kind of a strike. The great 
railroad strike of 1877 only stopped short of a 
rebellion. | 

Beginning with. the refusal of the men to 
work under repugnant conditions, the strikes 
rapidly advance to a point where the strikers 
refuse to permit others to work in their placos. 
They resort to violence and bring on a conflict 
with law and authority. 

At present it is impossible to say how far the 
strike of the Knights of Labor will extend, 
There is, however, one feature of any strike in 
the failroads of Missouri which will be novel 
and strange. 

The railroads which are threatened with the 
strike have done everything in their power to 
alienate public sympathy, The people will not 
be on their side, even when they appeal to the 
law and the courts. 

The people have lately been reminded in the 
most striking manner that it is railroad influ- 
ence which has made a dead letter of impera- 
tive aud mandatory features of the Constitu- 
tion of Missouri. | 

An appeal to the courts of law carries less 
weight when it comes from those who have 
thwarted and mocked the fundamental law of 
the State. 

The disgraceful under-assessment of railroad 
property by the State Board of Equalization, 
together with the omission of a whole year’s 
assessineyt, and the remissness in meeting cur- 
rent taxation show that the railroad companies 
are only too ready to hit their share of public 
burdens on the common people. 

Yet they look to the common people, to that 
public sentiment which creates and sustains all 
courts, ta come to the rescue of the corporations 
in their trouble. 

Above all, why should we suppose that the 
railroad companies act fairly with their work- 
men! They do not act fairly with shippers, 
they do not act fairly with the merchants. 
They do not act fairly with the farmers. They 
do not act fairly with the people. They will 
accept anything they can get from a connect- 
ing road, and squeezeall they gan get out of 
those who are in their power. They know 
neither justice nor fairness, nor good will, nor 
mercy. 3 

Corporations which are run on the public- 
be-damned” plan, are very unfortunate when 
they place themselves ina position where the 
public can say in their turn, the railroads be 
damned." 

If the railroads of Missouri wish to have 
the people on their side they must place them- 
selves on the side of the people. If they wish 
to obtain fair treatment they niust show fair 
treatment, If they wish to secure justice they 
must deal justly with all who are compelled to 
dea] with them. 

This they have not done, and this is what 
may greatly weaken their ability to meeta 
strike such as is threatened.

The fact is that, instead of subsidiz- 
ing the steamships that carry ber mails to 
those countries, England actually derives a 
revenue from the service they render, and 
pays them much lower rates for it than Mr. 
VIU As offered the Pacific Mail steamers. In 
the face of Post Office deficiencies of $7,000,000 
last year, and 68,000, 000 this year, Mr. VAS 
offered compensation go liberal that it was sat- 
isfactory to ten American steamship lines. In 
order to force him to divide a subsidy of $400,- 
000 a year among them, ve other steamship 
lines formed a eombination to prevent 
the carrying ot our foreign mails by Ameri- 
can steamships. They have deprived them- 
selves of the most profitable freights they car- 
ried, and have themselyes made war against 
American commerce abroad, as they have be- 
fore entered into combinations against it at 
home by pooling with thé Pacific Railroad 
monopoly to maintain transcontinental] rates. 
This is the whole truth about their contro- 
versy with Mr: VAS, and instead of being 
entitled to public sympathy they deserve and 
should receive a bit of disciplinary attention 
from Congress.

MURDER AT LOW RATES.

Chinese Highbinders Who Take 
Human Life for Pay 


-_ 


An Organization of Cut-Throats in 
San Francisco—Some Revelations 
Regarding the Assassins’ Society— 
Aged Celestials Thrown Into Cellars 
to Die, 


When Lou Johnson's body was discovered in the 

loset where it had been thrown by the Chinamen 
who had murdered him, on Monday morning, June 
1, it did not take long to discover the perpetrators 
of the crime. The Cantonese confreres of the 
victim, assisted by Batiste, the Chinese detective, 
immediately traced the murder to the doors of Joe 
Gong's laundry, and investigation quickly disclosed 
tne fact that the assassins had been paid $600 for 
their bloody work. Not only this, the head devi, 
Chyo Pock, who did the chief work that tragic 
morning, had been brought to thecity nearly six 
months before, and although, as Batiste discovered, 
he had not on landing atthe Union Depot enough 
money to pay for three weeks’ plain board, to say 


nothing of his opium smokes and other sprees, he 


lived like a fighting cock all the time he was in 
town and never did a stroke vf honest work. In 
addition, — had sec the 
ices of another high-binder it 
I „ a fellow named Ah Lung. 
telegraphed for to San Francisco, Ah Lung came 
in response tothe laundrymap's message, but he 
did not reach here until rthe killing of Jobn- 
som. Ah was arreated, but secured his free- 
dom through babeas corpus proceedings. Seven 
Chinamen are now locked up in the Four Courts 
awaiting their trial for the murder of Johnson. 
THE TRAGEDY 
w out of the bad feeling cherished against Lou 

ohnson by the Hong Kong Chiaamen. Lou had. 
it appeared, been an amAteur kind of detective in 
his way, and, having been able to speak English 
better than most Chinamen, had figured in courts 
as interpreter and otherwise with the police in 
bringing some celestial offenders to justica The 


particular grievance against him, however, was 


that he had, or at any rate Joe Gong believed he 
bad, led the police against a Chinese gambling den 
in which Joe and his friends were interested. Toe 
result of reportorial and other researches in this 
case established the fact that there was an organ- 
ization of nighbinders on the Pacific slope whose 
existence was well known to all classes of China- 
men, and whose services were accessible even at 
this great distance. Batiste, the interpreter, and 
several other intelligent celestials wuo were inter- 
viewed atthe time by the Post-DispaToH, said no 
such thing existed as an organized 
society of highbinders in any part 
of the United States aud claimed that the only 
society which had existence among them in the 
Uni States was the Friendly Brothernood of 
Masous, similar to the Free Masons, whose ritual 
they used and three of whose degrees can be ac- 
quired by Chinamen in this country—the Entered 
Avpreatice, Fellowcraft and Master's degrees. 
There were over 30,000 Chinese masons in this 
couutry, Batistesaid. But there is another’ kind 
of Masonry among them, particularly on the Pacific 
slope. In the San Francisco Chronicle ef August 
A there appeared an article which gave the partic- 
ulars of a demonstration made toere by high- 
binders against a new society which had started 
with a lignt membership at 1000 Stockton street, 
and whose tenets were ofa miider and less gory 
type than the other highbinder society.

The highbinders also tefrorize and levy a weekly 
tax on the gambling houses and houses of prosti- 
tution, being equally ready to act either as friends 
or foes, according to the monetary relations which 
they entertain with the latter.

THE CHAUTAUQUA MEETING. 


Rev. Dr. Edward Everett Hall Lectures on 
Parish Work in Cities. 

Cuavtangua, N. V., August 18.—Rev. Dr, Bdward 
Everett Hall of Boston lectured at 8 o'clock this 
morning on “Parish Work in Cities,” speaking 
especially of the use of the church for the improve- 
ment of the public life. He said the church should 
remain open, not simply three hours on Sunday, 
but on all the days and nigbts of the week Yor exer- 
cises and gatherings which would promote culture 
and gociability‘as well as the religious life.

He Denies That He Has Ever

The Prisoner Has Not Yet Made Any

A Letter From Maxwell's Father. 

Dr. John D. Vincil was the recipient of the fol- 
lowing letter, which proves, as has long been sus- 
pected, that the name of Walter H. Lennox-Maxwell 
was an allas and that in some way the name of 
Brooks had a definite and. positi ve connection with the 
criminal's previous history—the latter supposition 
finding a strong basis in the discovery of the name 
Brooks on the pair of drawers found on Preller's 
corpse. The text of the letter is as follows: 


THE LETTER. 

Sonwwy Bann, Hyps, Engen, EnGuanp, July 13, 
1685.—l write to ask your «ind assistance in un- 
raveling what is to mea mystery. Last January 
my elder son; a solicitor practiciag in this town, 

left home og to Ireland on business, and we have 
had no word from him since. We have found out 
since that he had been extravagant, and, lam 
sorry to say, that he had a clergyman, the curator 
ofthe next parish, as a companion and leader in 

hisextravagances. We have heard nothing per- 

sonally from him, but his name has got 

mixed up with the “St, Louis trunk tragedy." His 
name is H. M. Brooks, and be has by some means 
got mixed up with Dr. Maxwell. The descriptions 
which have ap in your local popes do not 
agree at all with my sou's personal appearance. 
Could you possibiy get me any mformation, any St. 
Louis papers containing an account of the 
murder, any photograph or any real description of 
bim from any of the persons who saw bim?! You 
may weil understand with what terribie ‘interest 
we have waited for the slightest news, and now we 
know not what to think, for athough bis name is 
iu the paper, tite descriptions of his hair, eyes, 
complexion, etc., is not like him in one single par- 
tiowar. 

On receiving your address J resolved to at once 

your kind offices to relieve my suspeuse. 
Tre trouvie has been dreadful to myself and his 
mother. God has not allowed us to believe chat a 
#on of so many prayers, and one whom we have 
‘tried to tralu rightly, shoyld go so entirely astray. 
Will you try to get ine what mforma ion you can as 
I have mentioned?

“Did you know Mr. Preller. in England?” a 
young English visitor asked. 

“Do you know Col. Martin?“ Mr. Maxwell re- 
torted. 

“I do,” was the reply. 

“Well, ask bim.“ said the prisoner, and he smiled 
as he looked mischievpusly toward the visitor, who, 
seeing the situation, remarked, Ah!“ and aſter - 
wards laughed heartily. : 

All day yesterday tlie prisoner held a levee in the 
hold-over, and: rolled cigarettes for or swapped 
stories with those who came to have a look at him. 
He hasa little Chinese arrangement about four 
inches long and three inches wide, made of small 
strips of bamboo closely sewed - together 80 
as to leave them pliable. This. is the 
much talked of cigarette roller. Several fike it have 
been found among the effects he left behind bim in 
room 144 at the Southern Hotel. Taking ae sufficient 
quantity of Old Judge smoking tobacco he rolls 
it tight in this contrivance, which, When unrolled, 
leaves a solid cylinder of tobacco. A sheet of 
Vanity Fair paper is placed under the cylinder and 
the bamboo affair is again used. He roils the to- 
bacco over the surface of the paper, enwrapping it 
as it goes along; then takes it out of its bamboo 
winding sheet, wets the edge, curls oné end and is 
ready to strike a match. There isa general desire 
on the part of visitors to see this cigarette roller. 
and about every fourth man who gets near enough 
te view him asks Maxwell to roll a cigarette for 


him, which Maxwell always does most graciously, 
He never makes any effort to conceal the ownership 
of this cigare te machine, althouch its possession is 
one of the little things that go toward strengthen: 
ing and cempleting the chain of circumstantial 
evidence against him. He says he bought the 
articie in this country. 

His suavity of manner and the almost feminire 
quality of his features, his skin being fair and soft, 
his beard and hair a silky brown, his face delicate in 
its outlines, and his large popping eyes a miid 
shade of blue, are characteristics of the man which 
serve to impress strangers tavorably, and few go 
away after conversing with bim who do not sa 
that it seems next to impossible to them that suc 
aman could be the coid-biooded murderer who 
perpetrated the Southern Hotel horror, Even most 
of the police officiais, while clinging as they are 
expected to do to their belief in his guilt, speak of 
him as a mystery and say the man is a remarkable 
combination of tact, nerve and calmness, 80 far 
he has had only two lady visitors, and for these he 
had a compliment ready. He was locked in his 
cell when a detective ied the ladies to the door. 
They were intreduced, when Maxwell said; 

“Iam very happy to see you here, ladies, on the 
side you are.“ 

He meant that he was glad to see themon the 
outside of the cell, in the enjoymeat of their 
liberty, and they sawthe point at onceand fully 
appreciated it. 

A great deal has been said in the morning papers 
about the manner in which axwell 
has gone through the ordeal to which the 

lice submitted him during the past fifty-four 

ours. He has been credited with betraying nerv 
ousness ou two or three occasions and with ap- 
pearing to feel considerably worried. Tue fact is 
that Maxwell has never for a moment lost his self- 
possessicn; he may have been worried, but be has 
never shown it; he may have been nervous, but if 
he has been, he has concealed it. He sieeps and 
eats well, his spirits are always light, he is ever 
ready to tell as good a story 1 the next one, and 
the racness of some of is yarns meet with 
great relish from those who listen to 
them. His physioiogical traits are 
such as would lead one to believe that he ed 
a very sensitive organism. He belongs to the fair 
type of people whose temperament cannot stand 
any great amount of worry, but is easy ruffled by 
distress. In fact, though, 

MAXWELL SEEMS TO BE HAPPILY CONSTITUTED 

to witustand any excitement , while the seriousness 
of his position does not appeor to give him tne least 
worry. He weighed 133 pounds in San Francisco 
upon his arrival from Auckland, after spending 
over seventy days in the Mt. Eden Jail. This was 
eleven pounds more than he weighed when be left 
the nited States for New Zealand. To ail 
outward appearances he has not 
accumulatin, lesb, although duriag the past two 
or three days he has gone through enough to pull 
fifty pounds of tissue off the frame of an ordinary 
individual. He bas successfully confronted and 
looked straightin the eye, without for a moment 
showing the twitching of a muscle. all the men who 
have called to identify him, and has plainly told 
each one ot them that he could not remember hav- 
ing met or seen him before. The baggage boy and 
the billiard boy from the Southern Hotel, the 
trunk man and the druggist who soid him the 
chioroform have all successively appeared and posi: 
tively identified the prisoner; yet he has 
refused to recognime any of them, and this refusal 
has been firmly but Ir expressed. 
If there has been at any manifestation of un- 
easiness on Maxwell's part, it has been only such as 
any man might exhibit upon being put through 
just such tests. An innocent man couid do no 
jess and no more under the circumstances. Imme- 
diately after these tests he has resumed his free 
aud easy manner. Since his arrival, and probably 
before it, he has had some pretty startling qQues- 
tions put to him. A not infrequent one is this; 
“Did you know Preller in Engiand?” 
or this: “Where did you get acquaint. 
ed with Preller?” All sorts of sudden 
interrogations concerning his victim, such as wouid 
jar upon almost any man’s nerves, have been put 
to him, but he has never been taken off bis guard. 
One morning paper eredits Marshall McDonale with 
being rude and ustouth enough to say upon being 
introdueed to Maxwell: ‘Well, lsuw Preller es- 
terday. and Im glad to see you.” No suca thing 
took place. Mr. McDonald was introduced to the 

risoner in the Chief's office Sunday ferenoon by 
be Chief. He shook Maxweil by the hand, 
and, walking around the Chief's desk, 
asked Maxwell something about his long 
trip, to which Maxwell made a pleasant reply, He 
was interrupted by other arrivais, and Mr. 
McDonald, turning to the Post-VIsPacH 1 
said in a loud voice, I Was out to see Preller 
yesterday. He had occasion to repeat the remark, 
and did so again in a loud tone. Maxwell, who was 
sitting less than six feet distant, must have heard 
the remark on both occasions; still he kept his eyes 
calinly following thé lines of type on the paper he 
had in his hand and cooly puffed his cigar. The 
statement that the prisouer winced is a romantic 
trimming given the actual facts by the

A Post-Dispaton reporter Who has had several ;

Movements in America and 


England. 


Various Matters of Interest to Em- 
ployers and Employed. 


The British workmen are taking extraordinary 
interest in the coming Parliamentary election. To 
better prosecute the campaign the London Trades 
Council, representing 25,000 trades«unionisi, has 
organized a district labor party, and an address has 
been issued to the trades. The Industrial Repre- 
sentatives’ League has been formed, This league 
declares that it is useless to expect any beneficial 
change in the laborers’ condition from any existing 
parties. “To maintain future government by men 
imbued with old ideas based on systems is 
impossible." The League then announces its pro- 
gramme, which is comprehensive. All Government 
work, which is to be done at a “fair” price, hat- 
ever that is. The hours of labor are to be reduced, 
and pernicious over-time will not be allowed while 
thousands of honest men are idle. The League 
also demands that the money spentin foreign 
wars be used for improvements at home, and that 
the slums of towns and cities be removed by the 
building of comfortable homes. Hereafter London 
will elect one-seventh of all the members of the 


House of Commons. This factis stimulating po- 
litical action, They intend to struggle for the es- 
tablisament of industrial schools and evening 
schools, The managers are to be wholly or largel 

workingmen. A grand scheme has been ovcived, 


which is to be carried out when the Labor party 
gains sufficient influence in Parliament, It remains 
to be seen whether the exercise of political fran- 
chise will help the working people. They will 
avoid the great evil which besets political action in 
this country, viz.,the control exercised by party 
leaders through the distribution of patronage. 

The English workingmen seek to establish 
technical and night schools, co-operative stores and 
the lixe, while a few of their American cousins — 
to play into one party's hands by drawing en 
—— to their dummy candidate to defeat 
other. 

The Knights of Labor are pushing the work of 
organization with great energy. The utation of 
the Order, the character of its chief officers, their 
sincerity and capacity, all help to expand or- 
ganization into new fields.

Loury then took charge of household matters, 
but it does not now appear that she was elated over 
her charge, for at 9 o'vlock yesterday morning she 
committed suicide by 5 herself into a 
cistern. Taken with the preceeding tragedy grave 
suspicions have been aroused throughout this
